Christ’s atonement on the Cross would be the supreme 
by which mankind would be reconciled with 
God. But atonement is only one of the purposes of Sacrifice. 
Its foremost purpose is to render worship to the Deity, the 
primary object of man’s creation. Sacrifice must, therefore, 
constitute an integral part of religion, and be offered repeat- 
edly. Malachy (1, 11) foretold that God’s name would be 
great in the Gentile world, because there would be “sacrifice 
in every place from the rising to the setting of the sun”—a 
“clean oblation.” David, one thousand years before Christ, 
saw Him in vision at the Last Supper, offering Himself to 
God under the form of bread and wine, and David called Him 
"a priest forever according to the order of Melchisedech” (Ps. 
CIX, 4). Who was Melchisedech? It was he who, at the be- 
ginning of the Old Law offered an unbloody sacrifice of bread 
and wine (Gen. XTV, 18-19), which was evidently a figure of 
the New Testament oblation which Christ instituted at the
